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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 
1. Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claims 1-11, drawn to methods for determining the presence of colorectal 

tumors or pre-cancerous tumors. 
Group II, claim 12, drawn to a kit for determining the presence of colorectal tumors or 

pre-cancerous tumors 

The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

The intended use of a product, for example the user instructions of the kit of claim 
12, is not a technical feature of a product per se. In other words, a claim defining a 
"product for a particular use" actually defines a product as being "suitable for" said 
particular use. Moreover the user instructions are not considered as technical 
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features limiting the scope of the claim because they merely amount as a 
presentation of information. 

Hence any kit containing oligonucleotides, labelling agents and a thermostable DNA 
polymerase, for instance a kit for sequencing such as that disclosed in claim 15 of 
U.S. Patent No. 5,723,298 (1998), cited on the Information Disclosure Statement, 
falls within the scope of present claim 12. Thus the present claim 12 does not meet 
the requirements of having a special technical feature. 

2. This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1.
